the whole nation is to bear: its stiare-in 
tho military exigencies of the empire.

system built up under the Tycoonate. 
Tho military organiéations of modern 
Europe have evidently formed the 
pattern; bot: the Mikado refers with 
some degree of pride to the ancient 
organisation of Japan under his ances+ 
tors, ere yet. the military despotism 
of the. Tycoons, had established. the 
fendal system from which Japan. has 
just recovered. itself. ‘The. Japanese 
seem naturally.to.take,to the profession 
of-arms,.and eyen under the. new,style 
of recruiting, the old organisation. will 
probably be found an

naturally, Possessing. “the respect. and 
confidence. of the rank and. filo;, and 
this advantage has rendered. tho. task 
of organisation. a comparatively. easy 
one. China affords an instance of the 
opposite want, From the general to 
the last joined private, each man is 
essentially © coolie. The formation of 
an upper class in China has’ been 
steadily repressed; with theiresult of 
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an utter incapacity for organisation 
developed wherever that organisation is 
most needed. Asa temporary measure, 
tho army has to be entrusted to civil 
officers; but even here the influence 


naturally wielded by men: of superior} 


station, is frittered away. We our- 
selves, in India, find the same difficulty 
in our army and civil service. - We 
would willingly promote natives to high 
office, but we find wanting that pride 
of position which enables the officer to 
‘separate himself from his mea, while 
retaining their personal respect and 
‘obedience. To a nation situated as 
is the Japanese, the modern Prussian 
system recommends itself as at once 
feasible, and likely to form the founda- 
tion of a strong military power. The 
weakness always experienced where 
soldiering is confined to a military 
caste, and the disunion engendered 
between class and class, must be dono 
away with, Had it not been for the 
excesses committed by the Samurai, it 
would, perhaps, not have been necessary 
for Japan to have undergone its recent 
revolution. Those excesses, by placing 
the Government in opposition to foreign 
powers, pointed out that the only hope 
for the continued tranquillity of the 
empiro lay in the suppression of the 
class whose interests were all on the 
side of anarchy. By degrees, the 
Government of the Mikado has been 
able to tone down the sharp line of 
demarcation between the people proper 
and tho military caste. By now calling 
on all his subjects to enter in turn on 
military service, he does away with the 
last distinction. Reverting to China, we 
can see how impossible would be such an 
organisation, No executive exists, in 
fact, to lay the first foundations. Tho 
Chinese Empire simply stands from vis 
inertio, It is there, and its constituent 
parts have not the desire or the energy to 
The Chinese are equally fearful 
* of advancing where it is demonstrable 

that advance is an improverient, or of. 
“moving with the object merely of up- 

setting existing institutions, They 
~ have, in fact, not the energy of mind to 
* enable them to work out conclusions, 
* nor the strength of will, having first 

entered on a line of conduct, to carry it 

out to its conclusion, A few hesitating 
* steps are taken, and then the body 
politic relapses into its ancient lethargy 
unless impelled by forces acting from 
without. The Empire, in fact, does 
not in one sense of the word form one 
whole. There is no powerful executive 
to hold together individual interests 


and turn them into a common channel, 





Each interest works for iteelf and 
against all others, and the actual Empire 
is the resultant of these mutually 
assisting or opposing forces. Changes 
in China have ever come from without, 
and haye not been the spontaneous act. 
of the people themselves. ‘The stages 
marked in the history of the Empire 
are those periods when China submitted 
to external rale, whether Aryan or 
Tartar.

‘THE RECENT NEGOCIATIONS. 


As a general rule, the English papers 
have written about the pending diffi- 
culty with a fairly clear apprehension 
of the subject, and with a remarkable 
unanimity of opinion. The demands 
made must be conceded, and reparation 
be made for the murder of Mr. Margary, 
or war will follow. Waris deprecated, 
as it is deprecated here; as a con- 
tingency deplorable in itself, certain to 
result in disaster to China, but still as 
inevitable, unless the Chinese Govern- 
ment yield to our demands. The 
danger to tho Chinese Government, and 
the consequent inconvenience to Eng- 
land are exaggerated, but this only 
renders the clear determination to 
have reparation at all costs, the more 
noteworthy. It seems to be believed 
in England that the Chinese Govern. 
ment is like a fragile toy, which will 
come to pieces in our hands with the 
east rough usage, and that we shall be 
left with the pieces, and the responsibi- 
lity of either puttting them together or 
replacing the instrament, This is a 
fear which has always weighed on 
English politicians. It was very 
present at the time of the last war; it 
dictated the hostility to the Taeping 
rebels, and it has evidently been pro- 
minently before the eyes of the Govern- 
ment during the recent negociation 
Tt is a curious thing, however, th 
threatened men live long. Just as chi 
ron and drunken men find safety in their 
very helplessness, falling about with im- 
punity where an active man would break 
a limb; so the present dynasty finds a 
sort of safety in its very weakness. It 
is nearly like an empty boat on the 
waves, incapable of spoutaneous move- 
mont, tossed helplessly by every billow, 
yet receiving little injury from the 
buffeting it receives ; sometimes thrown 
on one side, sometimes on the other, but 
always keeping afloat. That it will 
get stranded some day is inevitable; 
and that the present dynasty will fall 
from the throne of China is equally 
certain; but a very exaggerated 
apprehension exists in England of the 
wreck that would follow; and it seems 
to be a leading principle with English 
statesmen, that the crisis is to be post- 
poned to the latest possible moment. 
Apris nous le deluge. 

‘We will not stop to enquire whether 
a Government which has existed almost 
on the principle of balance, and has 
been without a real head, for the last 
thirty years, might nob probably be a 
replaced by stronger one; whether a 
firmer hand would not grasp the reins 
that are prone to fall from the hands 
of debauchees, women, and children 
—but go on to note another curious 
error into which English writers have 
fallen, in assuming the existence of a 
war party, of which Li Hung-chang 
was the head, They have a tolerably 
clear notion that Li is a power in 
China, and it is curious that his name 














has not occurred to them as a possible 
candidate for the Dragon Throne, if the 
present occupants fell, But they seem 
to attribute to him a course of action 
exactly opposite to that which be has 
really followed—or, we should say, to 
that which he is believed to have 
followed, so far as it has been 
possible to fathom the mystery of the 
recent negociations. There seems little 
doubt that Mr. Wade negociated with 
Li as with a Plenipotentiary, and that 
the latter conceded terms which the 
Peking Government declined to accept. 
The war party, if we adopt the English 
title for the party hostile to concession, 
were the Empress Dowager and the 
Father of the cbild-Emperor; and it is 
believed that Li’s influence was powerful 
in causing them to yield. It will be 
remembered that his visit to Peking, 
with the ostensible object of sharing in 
the late Emperor’s obsequies, was made 
some days before his presence was 
required ; and these days seem to have 
been passedin urging on the Government 
the wisdom of yielding to Mr. Wade's 
pressure. ‘I'he misconception of the 
English Press is not surprising; for 
Li has always been regarded as the 
man most intent on military matters, 
and as being persuaded that his new 
armaments would enable him to oppose 
a foreign enemy with fair chance of 
snecess. It must be inferred that, if 
he did once hold these views, they have 
been modified by the wiser counsels 
that have been pressed upon him; and 
it is significant of his influence, that be 
was able to make these counsels prevail. 
‘Various rumours are afloat, of circum. 
stances that came to support his view. 
Rumours of disaster to Tso’s army in 
the North-west, rumours of apprehension 
from Russia, are quoted as having 
determined the Government at the last 
moment on concession, and enabled 
Mr Wade to telegraph that he hnd 
obtained the necessary guarantees, and 
that the Mission of Enquiry would 
proceed to Yunnan. Ina leader which 
we reprint, the Times asks—what are 
these guarantees? and the people in 
China have been vainly repeating the 
question. If we bave not yet been 
vouchsafed an answer, we are at least 
able to infer from the Times’ article 
what English opinion will not be satis- 
fied with ; and what position it does 
expect Mr. Grosvenor’s mission to 
take up. 




















EXACTIONS ON TRADE AT CANTON. 


‘Mr. Kuztswacnrer’s Report on the trade 
of Canton, published in the Customs’ 
‘Annual Reports, throws some light on 
the peculiar position of affairs in the 
South. From it we learn that there 
are two, or indeed we may fairly say 
three parties, all equally anxious to 
obtain a revenue from the trade of the 
province, and each equally determined 
to do this at the expense of the others. 
On the one-hand is the Viceroy keeping 
up his old squeeze stations, and not 
quite pleased with modern innovations; 


on the other the Hoppo, anxious tlmt, 
fas aut nefas, the Foreign trade of the 
province shall come into his hands, but 
more especially desirous, for his own 
greater pelf and gain, that it should 
come in native craft; and lastly, like a 
deus ex machina, brought in with the 
assistance of the British Consul, the 
Inspector-General of Customs and the 
Tsungli Yamén, we have the Foreign 
Customs Inspectorale—at present in 
high feather, as having succeeded in 
getting to a certain extent the Hoppo’s 
cruisers into their hands, and bent on 
swelling, to the best of their feeble 
capacity, the income derivable from 
Foreign shipping, at the expense of the 
other two. It is in fact a triangolar 
duel, aud the worst feature of the 
whole is that, while all three are 
wrangling over the trade, the object of 
all these tnseemly squabbles is being 
gradually asphyxiated, Mr. Kleine 
wachter lets us into a few secrets 
conuected with the: administration of 
the revenue, for which, however, we 
have tobe thankful. ‘Thus, for instance, 
by treaty the dues legally payable on 
a piece of Shirtings amount to 8 canda- 
reens, say 53d. In practice, he tells 
us they are 3 mace 55, or eny 2s. 14d, 
To foree the goods to Canton, where 
they should be liable to these exactions, 
is the intention of the steam crt 
Mr. Kleinwachter, forgetful apparently 
of this curious fact, informs us that ho 
has ascertained by constant supervision 
that the boats “were employed for 
lawful purposes only, in the protection 
of the Hoppo’s revenue.” Mr, Kleine 
wachter attempts to throw discredit on 
the contrary statements of the Harbour. 
master of Hongkong. Fortunately, 
however, the Harbour-master pas had 
bard facts to go on, while on the other 
side we have only Mr. Kleinwachter’s 
unsupported assertion, contradicted be- 
sides by his own admissions when 
treating of another subject—the, to 
him, unfair manuer in which the Hoppo 
tries to “do” the Foreign Inspectorate 
in the interests of the native branch 
under his orders. Mr. Kleinwachter 
was not, indeed, treated handsomely by 
his chief in this instance. He com- 
plains that the Hoppo has a nasty 
habit of levying differential duties, so 
as to get the trade into the bands.of 
the Native Custom-house. What the 
Native Custom-house was capable of in 
this way, Mr. Kleinwachter informs us 
in a story. The Hoppo’s preventive 
service (a euphuism for the Customs? 
cruisers) bad received information that 
a certain junk would report and bo 
passed at one of the stations, as in 
order, but when boarded she was found 
without the usual papers. ‘The captain 
of the boat had, it appears, been paid 
over the amount of the duties. by the 
consignees, but had made a private 
arrangement with the Customs for 
dividing the duties, duty proofs being 
furnished afterwards. “The amounts 
returned as collected at these stations 
were about Tis. 400 per month, and 




















Mr. Kleinwachter assures us they 
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should have been Tis. 4,000, of which 
70 % was on Foreign goods. Doubtless, 
the Hoppo was-very much obliged for 
‘Mr. Kleinwachter’s ' assistance, but as 
most likely the collector had had to 
pay for the post at the cost of Tis. 
8,600 a month, it amounted to what 
is the usual practice in China, In any 
case, it is difficult to see what Mr. 
Kleinwachter had to doin the matter 
between the Hoppo and his collectors. 
The latter is evidently of a somewhat 
similar opinion, to judge from the 
manner in which he conducts his own 
private office in Canton, Mr, Klein. 
wachter was rather inquisitive as to the 
amounts collected in the provincial 
capital. He has no hesitation about 
the tariff, whieh he gives as exceeding 
four times the treaty limits; but be 
can make little out with respect to the 
actual amount of the trade, He tells 
us that great difficulty is experienced 
in forming an estimate, “for such is 
the jealousy at the Native Customs to 
keep this brauch of trade as secret as 
possible, that recourse is taken to the 
practice of burning every evening the 
manifests of the Hongkong junks and 
the memos. of duties paid on their 
cargo; and thus everything likely to 
show the amount of duties actually 
received, is jealously guarded.” Mr. 
Kleinwachter makes other admissions, 
equally damaging to his side of the 
argument, We have for some years 
been overwhelmed with the amount of 
injustice suffered by what certain 
people connected with the Foreign 
Inspectorate have taken on themselves 
to call the smuggling of opium from 
Hongkong. We have before shown 
that the clandestine trade in opiam was 
of the smallest description, and could 
be easily checked by perfeetly legitimate 
means. The charge was founded on 
the fact that the imports of Opium 
into Hongkong exceeded those returned 
‘ag passing into China through the 
Foreign Customs establishment. Mr. 
Moorhead, in his able report on the 
trade of Swatow for the year 1873, 
showed how by perfectly regular and 
legitimate means the greater portion of 
this amount passed into China, giving 
the Customs stations and tariffs, and 
the methods adopted for collection, 
Tho publicity thus given to the real 
facts of the case has been influential in 
causing a different tone to be taken in 
the Reports for the present year, The 
difference between the imports at 
Hongkong for the year 1874, and the 
Opium entered through the Foreign 
Customs, amounted to 21,000 piculs. 
Porsistontly were we told by the official 
returns of the Foreign Customs that 
this, with the exception of a parti- 
cularly trifing amount consumed in 
Hongkong, finds its way illegally to the 
maiuland. We will now examine Mr. 
Kleinwachter’s calculations on this 
head. There are six stations estab. 
ished: in the Canton province for the 
cdllection’of Opinm dues, in addition to 
the two ports, Canton and Swatow, 


open by treaty. . The amount of duty 











collected at tariff rates amounted, 
it was estimated, to Tacls 443,500, 
though Mr. Kleinwachter thinks the 
proper amount was about Tis, 
460,000. ‘Taking the lower figure, 
it would appear therefore, he adds, that 
14,783 piculs were passed through 
these Custom Houses. California, 
Australia, the Sandwich Islands and 
Peru, in addition to Hongkong and 
Macao, take about 5,109 picals, ‘The 
balance unaccounted for amounts to 
about 1,350 piculs per annum. This 
is the extreme amount of the illegal 
trade in Opium, on the strength of 
which Hongkong has been pilloried as 
a rendezvous of smugglers, Even this 
small amount must be reduced. Mr. 
Kleinwachter thinks the estimated re- 
venue to be Tis. 16,500 under the 
trath, which would reduce theremainder 
unaccounted for to 800 chests, There 
are other places supplied, however, from 
Hongkong. Cochin China, and the 
entire coast to Singapore visited by 
native junks, certainly take some of the 
remainder, and somewhat similar ar. 
rangements to those maintained as exist. 
ing in Kwangtang are, we believe, to 
be found elsewhere. 

The sole reason, then, alleged for this 
undesirable interference with the trade 
of Hongkong, appears on closer in- 
vestigation to be unfounded; and the 
real reason, that by means of this 
interference of the cruisers trade is to 
be forced to Canton, there to pay rates 
far in excess of the tariff established 
by treaty, becomes only more apparent 
every day. If our authorities at Canton, 
in place of lending sanction to the con- 
tinaance of an enormons abuse, were 
to insist on duty rights being respected, 
as a matter of economy trade would 
centre in the provincial capital. As it 
is, it is forced to take all manner of 
circuitous rontes, to avoid the illegal 
taxation levied at the treaty port; and 
it is to try and prevent this natural 
result that the Customs’ cruisers, alias 
the “ Hoppo’s Preventive Service,” have 
been established. It is an old proverb 
that, when people of undistinguished 
virtue quarrel, others have their own; 
and the little difference over the spoil 
which has arisen between Mr. Klein. 
wachter and the Hoppo, has come 
opportunely to let a glimpse of light 
illuminate a very dark subject. 











COAST DANGERS, 


‘A coop ery when a grievance has to be 
remedied, is a very good thing; and 
one of our statesmen of the last genera. 
tion succeeded in mounting to high 
office, owing in great measure to his 
facility in inventing party cries. But 
a cry bas also its weak points, and if 
shown to be unfounded is very apt to 
recoil with double violence on its origi- 
nators. Now, we have had occasion 
in more than one instance to speak of the 
imperfections of the charts of the coast 
of China, and to suggest that the time 
of a surveying vessel would be well 
employed in correcting them, In doing 





s0, wo by no means intended to convey 
the slightest imputation on Admiral 
Collinson’s work, which at the time 
was a model of marine surveying; nor 
do we mean to allege that, even now, 
the charts are not, for most practical 
purposes,complete of their kind. Within 
the last twelve or fifteen years, the 
progress of steam navigation has in. 
duced a greater frequency of voyages ; 
and motives of economy lead that one 
of the trips of a steamer, up or down, 
should be accomplished as near tho 
shore as practicable, in order to obtain 
shelter from the prevailing winds, It 
is only natural, under these ciroum. 
stances, that dangers before unknown 
should have made their presence un- 
comfortably apparent; and that vessels 
have beew lost or seriously damaged, 
by coming in contact with rocks not 
marked, or incorrectly marked, on the 
charts, Still, these cases have been 
bat few compared with the number of 
casualties which have occurred along 
the coast, and which, unfortunately, do 
not seem to diminish in frequency in 
proportion to the experience of navigat- 
ing officers. It is but natural that 
those connected with the loss of a 
vessel under these circumstances should 
invariably report the wreck as having 
occurred on an unknown rock; but it 
is hardly advisable that the Press of 
China should take up such a cry, which, 
not having more than the’ faintest 
substratum of trath, necessarily leads 
to a contemptuous opinion of its trast. 
worthiness being formed at home, The 
result of most, if not all, of the Naval 
Courts of Enquiry recently held in 
China, has been to prove that the 
dangers encountered were well known, 
were generally accurately marked on 
the charts, and would have been avoided 
had a little more judgment been 
exercised on the part of the officer in 
command, In some cases, it has 
appeared to us, Naval Courts have 
erred on the side of too much Ieniency. 
There have been instances where a 
vessel has gone ashore in spite of all 
efforts to save her; but we know of 
none such where the master bas not 
been acquitted with honour, and in one 
or two cases with commendation. These, 
however, are the exceptions to the rule: 
and, in most cases, it will be found 
on reference to the evidence that 
the vessel was steering a course which 
she should not have taken, or that 
there was a bad look-ont, or an absence 
of some ordinary precautions to 
avoid accident. It is unfortunately 
troe that freights on the China const 
have been ent down to such a low 
figure that, even with the greatest 
economy, it is difficult to make a 
steamer pay her way ; and it is equally 
unfortunate and equally true that 
owners and agents have too often made 
the attempt to economise beyond the 
limits of efficiency. It is possibly not 
so much in the way of underpaying 
masters, as in the inefficiency of junior 
officers, that the danger has hitherto 
lin, As yet, we believe “cheap 
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captains” are not the rule of the China 
trade. A master, however, cannot 
be ubiquitous, nor can he attend 
day and night to every detail. In 
very many cases he finds himself 
‘unsupported by his subordinates, who 
are too frequently drawn from an 
inferior class and underpaid; and it 
is to be observed that this inefficiency 
is more marked in the sailing than in 
the engine department, ~An owner 
at once feels the loss if, by the 
inefficiency of his employés, the engines 
get ont of order and need extensive 
Tepairs; but an overruling providence, 
in the shape of an insurance office, 
comes to his help if the inefficiency is 
in the other department. As a conse- 
quence, ships are too often starved ; 
aud the final result is that they get lost 
on a rock described as “unknown,” but 
whose existence ought, if it were not, 
to have been accurately known to every 
navigating officer on board. 





NEW GUINEA. 


Some months ago, the departure from 
Sydney of the Chevert, despatched by 
‘Me. Maoleay, was made the occasion of 
‘@ banquet, at which most of the leading 
spirits of the Colony were present. 
The Ohevert was about to start on a 
voyage of discovery to New Guinea, 
now the least known land on the face 
‘of the globe; and it was confidently 
expected that she would bring back 
information of » valuable and practical 
nature, with respect to the suitability of 
that island for colonisation, Public 
excitement in Sydney, in fact, ran high ; 
a now mine of wealth it was supposed 
had been discovered; and, in the 
interests of the Australian Colonies 
generally, it was proposed to the British 
Government that the island, or its 
eastern portion, should be at once 
annexed. It is not unlikely that, eventu- 
ally, such may be the case, as Great 
Britain would naturally object to a 
rich Iand so near passing into the hands 
of a third power; but the voyage of 
the Ohevert, while proving little, showed 
that, for the present at least, the 
colonisation of New Guinea is hardly 
ikely to come to pass. Compared with 
the programme put out at leaving 
Sydney, the result of the voyage of 
the Ohevért has been ridiculously small. 
She seems to have wasted much time 
about the islands off the north coast of 
Australia, sufficiently well-known al- 
ready not to need any special explora- 
tion, and to have spent the smaller 
portion of the voyage in really explor- 
ing the island of New Guinea. Even 
when there, she seems not to have 
done mach in the way of exploration. 
One river, the Katow, the existence of 
which was already known, was ascended 
for some nine miles, when the expedition 
was brought to # stop by a tree lying 
across the river, which the men were 
unable to remove. The loaders of the 
expedition do not seem to bave done 
their best to make friends of the 
natives, declining to smoke with them, 


on account of the inferior nature of 
their tobacco; and, between this and 
their efforts to remove the tree, the 
natives showed signs of unfriend- 
liness. They were of Papuan type, 
black, and with the hair in the-woolly 
earls peculiar to that race. Further 
east they came to Yule island, a spot 
already known, and in which an Italian 
naturalist, Signor D’Albertis, had been 
residing for some years. The people 
here were of & different and lighter 
race, resembling much those of the 
Solomon group. ‘They were apparently 
inferior in physique to the black race, 
but more disposed to communicate with 
strangers. Mr. D’Albertis was put in 
some straits by the expedition in the 
first instance, as the natives bad been 
stealing from him, and came to the 
conclusion that the Chevert had come 
with the express object of pu 
their misdeeds. ‘This apprebe 
dispelled, affairs seem to have settled 
down to their usual quietness. Here 
the expedition ascended a river, which 
had received from Captain Moresby the 
name of Ethel, for some 10 or 12 
miles, but were stopped again by 
timber, and the attempt to reach the 
mountains in the interior was frustrated. 
Unfavourable winds prevented the 
Chevert going further east, where a 
better prospect of success in the higher 
nature of the country seemed to present 
itself, and she returned to Cape York. 
As Mr. D'Albertis says, in bis letters to 
Sydney, there “were tuo many people 
together; they were too well found to 
return ina hurry ; and nob sufficiently 
found to_be able to remain a sufficient 
time to penetrate into the interior, the 
only place where anything can be don 

While, however, the voyage of the 
Chevert resulted in little or nothing, the 
missionaries further east bad been more 
successful. In the Zlangowan, a small 
steamer attached to the London Mis- 
sionary Society, for the purpose of 
visiting the outlying, stations along the 
islands in Torres Straits and the ad- 
jacent coast of New Guinea, the Rev. 
S. M‘Farlane was led by native reports 
to attempt the exploration of a recently 
discovered river. hey succeeded in 
ascending it for some ninety miles, 
getting into a thickly wooded country. 
Curiously, though within twenty miles 
of “Captain” Lawson's celebrated Mount 
Hercules, affirmed to exceed the Hima- 
layas in height, no hills were to be seen ; 
and the brushwood rendered travelling 
by land next to impossible. As in the 
similar case of the Chevert’s expedition, 
they were stopped by snags and fallen 
trees, though the river was still two 
fathoms in depth. Only one native 
was seen, who made his escape as 
quickly as possible. The river was 
called the “Baxter,” after a lady in 
Dundee, to whom the Mission was 
indebted for assistance towards the 
steamer. All the expeditions which 
have hitherto attempted the exploration 
of New Guinea have found themselves 
foiled in their attempts to penetrate to 























the interior, by the impracticable nature 


of tho shores—low, intersected by 
sluggish streams, and covered with 
thick growths of mangroves. As yet, 
nojziver has been discovered navigable 
to the higher grounds of the interior, 
although it is hoped that the Baxter 
may be found to communicate with the 
Fly, a river of considerable size, but 
only to be appronched at certain seasons, 
and which as yet remain unexplored, 
‘The mangrove swamps along the coast 
must ever prevent the residence of 
Europeans along the seaboard. It is 
likely enough that a superior climate 
may be found to prevail in the interior, 
but that as yet remains a terra incognita, 
The missionaries seem to be doing 
good work, opening a way to gain the 
confidence of the natives, as well -ag 
adding to our knowledge of the island 
and its productions, Still, to avoid 
the possibility of differences arising, it 
it would be well that the British 
Government should undertake a more 
detailed survey of the coast. Our 
recent experience in the South Pacific 
shows that even British ships, when 
uncontrolled by a watchful Government, 
may be guilty of atrocities which leave 
lasting effects behind them, Now that 
public curiosity is fully aroused about 
New Guinea, it cannot fail to be visited 
by trading vessels, and the misconduct 
of one of these may prove a source of 
permanent annoyance,

Jt ordered the arrest 
of the keepers of the Wai-sing lottery 
establishment. ‘The Prefect expressed 
some surprise, but volunteered to go imme-

As regards the former, it 
possesses but one defeet—that of not being 
arranged alphabetically. The reprinted article, 
on the other hand, furnishes most useful 
information, and though readers of the China 
Review will be familiar with its contents, we 
may be pardoned if, for the sake of others, wo 
note one of the facts it mentions as to the 
antiquity of the “father of newspapers.” It 
would appear that ‘Court, amnouneements, 
as such the Peking Gazette of the present day 
Serbeliy ix wore Une in tis agi conta” 
as.a record of the appointment of one Han Yih 
appeared in this form not later than the year 
A.D. Tl. The Gazette (we need hardly say 
that the English title is not a literal translation 
of the original, which should be * Metropolitan 
Announcements”) would therefore appear to be 
at least over 1130 years old. ‘This as times go 
is respectable ; and as its circle of readers 
must, at the received caleulation, be directly 
and indirectly somewhat about ‘six millions, 
it, can probably claim a circulation beforo 
which even that of the lead'g penny paper 
must pale, But fancy what possibilities would 
present themselves to Western enterprize with 
thirty millions of people able to read, and only 
one journal which published official news at 
first band. The particulars given as to tho 
printing, &e., of the Gazette are very interest- 
ing, and the proprietors of the volume: undor 
notice have done wisely in .eprinting Mr 
‘Mayers’ article, Such a work if continued 
will some day be of incalculable value to 
historians ; while the issues already published 
gontain even light reading onongh to 














those to whom Chinese matters are as a ru) 
“caviare."—China Mail.
